BREESE APPEALED.

Judge Keller of the Uniied States
district court heard in Charlotte lsst
week the case of W. E. Breese who
wrecked the First National Bank of
Asheville seven years ago. The iury

was out seven hours and’ returned a
verdict of guilty of misappropriating
money. Judge Keller sentenced
Breeso to seven years in the United
States penitentiary at Atlanta. An ap-
peal was taken on the exceptions and
Breeee escapes a while lopger under
bond of $15,000.
